Monongahela National Forest 
Largest East of Mississippi

approval of purchases of 50,972 acres 
by the National Forest Reservation 
commission in Washington, the Mo­ 
nongahela national forest in West 
Virginia and Virginia becomes the 
largest unit east of the Mississippi 
river. 
This latest acquisition makes the 
total acreage of the Monongahela 
almost 650.000 and covers a wide 
range from Hardy county, West Vir­ 
ginia, to Highland county, in Vir­ 
ginia.
